stimulating inhibitory centers and 
at the same time produces a gentle 
sedative effect on the spinal cord 
and nerves. Moreover quinine, in 
loses of two to four grains three 
times a day will often "prevent 
exhaustion and support the sys- 
tem" in cases where prolonged 
mental or physical strain is to be 
undergone, according to Hare's 
'Practical Therapeutics," a text- 
book that has been standard for 
many years. 


On the other hand, I have never 


bothered to try this preventive 
against stage Mght myself. Not 
;hat I am immune. But, knowing 
that everybody has it, I take the 
view that, after all, everybody gets 
over it without very grave conse- 
quences, so what's the use fussing 
about it. Just go into your song 
or dance and, pretty soon if you 
don't curl up and die before the 
end of the first stanza, you'll get 
over it and carry on about as well 
as the next fellow does.

debted to this scientist who contrib 
ited so much for the protection of 
health and life 
He was the scien- 
tist who first pointed out that every 
disease 
every infectious disease 


certainly has its own specific mi- 
crobe and that such diseases can 
only be controlled by finding- the in 
lividual microbes 


Menace for Years 
' 


For many years anthrax contm 


ued to be a menace 
It uaa com 


monly known as wool-sorters dis- 
ease because it was frequently 
found in butchers 
v eterinarians 


and farm laborers as v. ell as other 
persons having contact with cattJe 
It was prevalent among workers in 
various trades where wool hair or 
similar substances are used 


This disease is caused 
by an 


agent known as the 
bacillus an- 


thracis 
This germ with the big 


name thrives m diseased animals 
and is easily transmitted to man 
kind by contact with a diseased 
beast or carcass 
Occasionally the 


infection is cirried to man by 
breathing contaminated air into the 
lungs or by absorption through the 
digestive organs 


Today the disease is rare and sel- 


lom encountcre 1 even in those in- 
dustries where it used to be com 
mon 
This advance was made pos 


sible by our increased knowledge of 
the disease and the enforcement of 
necessary measures to prevent it, 


Precautions Taken 


For example it is now customary 
ror employes m leather tanneries 
hair or wool factories to wear rub 
ber glo\ es and rubber aprons while 
at work 
Should the germs of an- 


thrax be present they will be pro 
tected from contact with it 
In 


addition 
adequate 
entilation is 


provided to dispose of the dust from 
the hair and wool In this way the 
disease has been almost completely 
eradicated 


All infected animals must be kept 


by themselves and destroyed 
The 


disease is kept under control by 
periodic Inspection of cattle 
The 


purchaser of art cles containing 
bristles or wool is guarded against 
the diseasa by rigid sterilization 
which destroys the germ 


Of course the disease still crops 


up in certain portions of the conn 
try but when it does it is quickly 
controlled 
The occurrence of an 


thrav in any community can be 
traced to the failure of taking the 
necessary 
against it

frequent cleanings and polishings 
make the \\hole thing much easier 
and the car always looks nice 


It is good to have special brushes 


whisk brooms and an upholstery 
brush especially for the car and it 
is good to use these whenever pos 
sible after each run a job that just 
takes a few moments 
Paper tow- 


els are handy for cleaning the 
steering1 v heel 
A duster plus a 


glass cleaning- fluid will take care 
of windshield windows and lights 
Thus a brushing and a dusting: plus 
a wipe 
and the car looks neat 


again unless of course there are 
stains on the upholstery 


Removing Stains 


These should be handled as soon 


as possible 
Be careful to use a 


non inflammable stain lemover and 
work carefully to a\oid rings

generally yield to treatment with

The day before Wizard Hiram was 
to launch the Underwood boom be- 
fore 175,000 klansmen in Texas, 
Underwood 
denounced 
the klan. 


And the klan turned on him and 
fought him.

of particular interest to the klans- 
men present. Almost beside Evans 
as he talked sat: Hugo L. Black, 
chosen by the klan to oppose Un- 
derwood. 
Underwood, then sen- 


ator, came back to Alabama in 
1925, found Hugo Black already 
engaged in a campaign among the 
Alabama klans, asured of victory 
at the primaries a year before 
they were to be held. 


Senator Underwood finished his 


term in the senate and came back 
to the southland he had loved and 
served in public office at the na- 
tion's capital for 30 years. 
In 


brief season Oscar Underwood was 
to die—of a broken heart, his 
friends said. 


"Let, me tell you a little bit- 


about this Underwood thing," the 
imperial wizard told the klorero. 
I was born, as you know, in Clay 
county, Alabama, and I have al- 
ways been an Alagamian at heart. 
Back in the days when we were 
laying the political campaign ot 
1924, when I knew the fight we 
had was with liquor and Romanism 
and was going to be led hy Al
